American differences. It led to 
apparent optimism on both sides! 
that the way now was cleared for 
a new Japanese-American com- 
mercial treaty, 
Denounced by U. S. 

The present agreement, made in 
1911 and denounced by the United 
States last July 26, will expire on 
January 26. The United States 
has held that any new agreement 
would depend upon settlement of 
differences with Japan. 

The new decision was regarded 
as a victory of the foreign office 
over the army, which has centend- 
ed that military necessity demand- 
ed closing of the river and any 
decision to re-open it should be 
made by a new government in 
China.

Faced with a heart-breaking choice, the 
German pocket battleship, the Admiral Graf 
Spee, chose suicide in preference to inevitable 
destruction or interned impotence for the du- 


ration of the war. 

Today Berlin is rejoicing at the escape, even 
through self-destruction, from capture by the 
British navy, while in London scornful British- 
ers brand the scuttling of the enemy ship as 
“ignoble suicide.” Both viewpoints are tainted 
by natural partianship, the truth being nearer 
to realistic sacrifice to make the best of an 
impossible position. 

Had the Graf Spee gone down with guns 
blazing, she would have inevitably carried with 
her in death the great majority of her crew. 
The simplest dictates of humanitarianism argue 
against this, when no good result can be served. 

Surrender to the British, or wartime intern- 
ment, would have left available to the enemy 
valuable information on the construction se- 
crets of the man-of-war and important evi- 
dence of the power of fire against her sup- 
posedly impregnable armor. 

Now, with the vessel destroyed and sunk, 
those secrets are forever hidden. The crew and 
her officers are no worse off than they would 
have been interned in Uruguay. All in all, the 
action of the Germans seems to have been dic- 
tated by cold reason. 

On the other hand, the British must rejoice 
that one of the chief Nazi menaces to ocean 
traffic is forever removed. There remain two 
more pocket battleships to be captured or de- 
stroyed. There are a few Nazi submarines and 
the Nazi-sown mines to endanger British sea 
commerce. That is all. Everything indicates a 
similar fate to that of the Graf Spee for her 
companion ships, in the near future. 

Britain and France are smothering Germany 
at sea. even more effectively than they did in 
the early stages of the former World War. 

The suicide of the Graf Spee was dramatic 
and it caught the imagination of a world. It 
was, really, more than this. It was, in all prob- 
ability, symbolic of the fate of Germany's en- 
tire sea power. Hitler must realize that, insofar 
as naval affairs are concerned, his entire force 
is as hopelessly trapped, in the larger sense, as 
was the Graf Spee. 


We Shall Soon Know 


Within a few months the world will know 
whether or not the clash between the east and 
the west, long predicted, has come. to plague 
civilization. With each passing day there is 
more and more evidence that in little Finland 
there are being cast the dies of man’s destiny. 


Against the eastern hatred of personal free- 
dom and liberty there has been pitted a band of 


stalwart men, born of the west and stronger: 


because of a hard-won and new independence. 
They can scarcely stand alone and world opin- 
ion has, with astonishing rapidity, crystallized 
upon a determination that they shall not have 
to sacrifice in vain. The great western powers 
of Europe stand locked in a grim struggle of 
their own, hardly Knowing how to turn. In Ger- 
many a polyglot element which embodies much 
of that eastern mentality holds sway, knowing 
it cannot conquer.or survive alone, seeking the 
alliance of the eastern empire of Stalin. 

Against this, however, must be weighed the 
true destiny of the mass of the German people, 
proud of their contribution and their part in 
western civilization. The world will hear more 
and mcre of peace between the western powers 
as the comprehension of the Russian danger 
increases. 

The Scandinavian nations for the moment 
stand helpless and undetermined, alone too 
weak to prevent the smashing of the Finnish 
people, but hoping against hope and willing to 
make the sacrifice should the great powers of 
the west lend their weight of money and of 
arms and of men. 

Grave have been the mistakes of the diplo- 
mats. Their mistakes have been human, puny 
in the face of the vast forces of which they had 
little conception. They have been afraid of real- 
ity in the years past; afraid, perhaps, because 
their peoples have been afraid. And to that fear 
we of this country have not been a stranger. 

Now that the horror has been unleashed, 
western civilization must make its decision; a 
decision at once horrendous but inevitable. It 
no longer is the play of power politics, but a

clash of races, of ideals, of the fellowship of 
man against the brotherhood of slavery. 

.In times like this men shake off fear. We 
shall know before another year is long born 
whether the free world will stand against a 
common enemy, against the ruthless hordes 
from the East. 


Task for Individuals 


The relief trouble of Cleveland and other 
Ohio cities is a symptom and a forerunner of 
turther difficulties as the nation attempts to 
swing its efforts from a depression economy to 
a boom economy. It presents, in capsule form, 
foretaste of a nation-wide crisis that is prac- 
tically certain to come. 

The seeming paradox of industry swinging 
along at almost a 1929 pace with the relief 
problem apparently little abated calls for con- 
siderable attention to the path ahead. Busi- 
ness at the 1929 pace, we know, is not enough. 
New employables have entered the picture and 
will continue to do so in each year to come. 
And 1929 by no means absorbed all the workers 
of the nation. It is estimated that at least 
2,000,000 persons were jobless in that year. They 
were, however, cared for by local relief agencies, 
which then could bear the load unaided, and by 
private groups, such as the churches, the Sal- 
vation Army and inaividuals. 

Today, a new standard of relief has been 
established, and the private agencies can only 
ameliorate the trials of those who are beyond 
the reach of the public agencies or who do not 
receive sufficient assistance from those sources. 
Also, much of this individual effort has been 
dried up by an attitude that would leave to the 
government the care of all who are unfortunate. 

As business improves, and as it becomes 
necessary to attempt to balance the slowing 
down of relief expenditures against the speed- 
ing up of industrial cogs, there will be these 
clashes. They are as inevitable as the clashes 
which took place when industry slowed down 
and it was necessary to speed the tempo of re- 
lief activity. Only the most careful adjustments 
can minimize the strain, and it is evident there 
was little care taken in the Ohio situation. It 
was evident the cities could not alone bear the 
strain; neither could the state nor the federal 
government. Nor could all these agencies com- 
bined, presupposing the state had been co- 
operating. 

There is only one way in which this adjust- 
ment can successfully be bridged, and that is 
by the renewed interest of individuals, both 
singly and through the agencies they have set 
up. It is a task for private initiative, just as is 
a return of prosperity the task for personal in- 
terests. If the job is left for government, then 
these clashes of reliefers and the public coffers 
will become more and more commonplace and 
the burden on the common treasury that much 
heavier and longer-lasting. 

It is now the time for every citizen to think 
more of his part in the readjustment to which 
the nation is being taken by the surge of busi- 
ness progress. Personal charity and personal 
interest alone can bridge the gap. 


Recognizing Youth 

The council of bishops of the United Meth- 
odist church is giving its youth official recog- 
nition. Young people of the church have been 
organized into the National Council of Method- 
ist Youth and will be permitted to elect repre- 
sentatives to three of the church boards. These 
are the board of education, the board of mis- 
sions and the commission on evangelism, 

That this is a far-sighted move is apparent 
even to the casual observer. With this step, the 
bishops have made tremendous progress in 
solving one of the acute problems of the 
churches of today—interesting young people in 
the church and holding their interest in it. By 
giving the younger generation this representa- 
tion, the council of bishops has made it pos- 
sible for the young people to participate in af- 
fairs of the church in an active and a construc. 
tive way. 

Bishop Paul B. Kern, of Nashville, Tenn., 
who was in charge of a youth crusade spon- 
sored by the former Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, made a significant statement 
when he told the council there is a “marked 
rally among our young people toward greater 
consciousness of their church and its work.” 
Recognizing this and doing something about it 
is highly commendable.

IN ATLANTA. 
(From The Washington Daily News) 

The shades of John Bell Hood and William 
Tecumseh Sherman must be looking down on 
Atlanta with some astonishment today, 

The damyankees are thick along Peachtree 
street. The rebel yell is heard again. Proud 
Georgia belles once more meet invaders from the 
north, and both mingle with strange people from 
a strange place called Hollywood, undreamed of 
in 1864. There is excitement rivaling that’ of the 
November day, so long ago, when Sherman’s army 
fired the city. And all this becaus2 of the first 
public showing of the movie version of a story 
about a struggle, an era, a rorhantic and heroic 
episode in American history, long since “Gone 
With the Wind.” 

What if the dashing Rhett Butler of the pic- 
ture is actually a native of prosaic Cadiz, Ohio? 
What if the Scarlett O’Hara came from England, 
and had to cultivate her southern accent? What 
if the red earth of Georgia is really brick-dust 
spread on the adobe soil of southern California? 
What, indeed, if the whole amazing celebration is 
a trifle on the synthetic side, smacking of com- 
mercial ballyhoo and the press agent’s art? 

The fact remains that a great book has be- 
come a great film. And those Americans who 
are in Atlanta today, those who read of the 
doings there, those millions who soon will see 
the picture in their movie palaces and neighbor- 
hood theaters, can be glad that their country still 
is able to preoccupy itself for a little while with 
a war story that is not immediate and sordid and 
menacing. 


THE CAPITAL PARADE

KENNEDY, THE PESSIMIST WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—The 
state of mind of Joseph Patrick 


Kennedy is an object lesson for the times. To anyone who comes 
within hailing distance, our ambassador to England freely predicts 
the collapse of capitalism, the destruction of democracy and the on- 
set of the dark ages. He says that only an early peace, at almost any 
price, can save the world. 

As has been pointed out, it was this state of mind which led 
Kennedy to come out so strongly for a third term for the President. 
Though a member of the administration and a former close adviser 
of the White House, Kennedy is no New Dealer. Indeed, few of the 
New Deal’s bitter foes have used such language as Kennedy about 
the administration’s domestic policies. But he now believes that 
domestic policy is no longer worth the trouble of cursing at. 

He thinks the world as we know it is on the brink of ruin. He 
is convinced that any man who might succeed the President would 
take at least two years to learn his job. He has a theory that an 
early peace can be achieved only by American intervention. And 
rather than face the risk of ill-prepared leadership in such a siua- 
tion, he has become as ardent for the third term as Thomas G. 


Corcoran himself. 

JOE AND THE CITY (In assessing the value of Kennedy’s 
opinions, it is important to know how 

he may have arrived at them and what sort of fellow he is. 

Big, genial, overflowing with vitality, ostentatiously bespectacled, 
tough-talking, and at the same time, rather emotional, he is the 

perfect portrait of the American go-getter as imagined abroad. 
This, together with his charm and shrewdness, accounts for his suc- 
cess in England. He is savored as a picturesque bit of American 
local color, much as American tourists savor the tudor cottages in 
the Cotswolds. At the same time, he is essentially a stock market 
man and financial manipulator, accustomed to regard finance as the 
main prop of capitalism. Mercurial in his judgmerit and thoroughly 
imbued with the stock market’s peculiar point of view. . 

Under the circumstances, it was only natural for him to form 
his closest English associations with the city of London and those 
English politicians who essentially represent the citv. Neville Cham- 
berlain is the most important in this group. Kennedy is extremely 
close both to the prime minister and Sir Horace Wilson, head of the 
British service and, in the days of appeasement, as much a leader 
of the appeasers as Chamberlain himself, 

The psychology~of the appeasers, so often regarded as sinister, 
was, in fact, very simple. "They were convinced that anything, even 
a Europe partly dominated by Nazism, was better than a war which 
would sweep away all the landmarks of the capitalist system. Ken- 
nedy, while hating Nazism as fervently as the next man, was par- 
tially converted to this view. Where Ambassador William C. Bul- 
litt in Paris was the great apostle of activism, Kennedy was pac- 
ifism’s advocate up to the very eve of the war. The appeasers, Ken- 
nedy’s friends, were forced to change their policies, but not their 
minds, by British public opinion. Like them, Kennedy remains 
convinced that prolonged war means general ruin. 

This must not be taken to mean that

either Kennedy. or his English friends do 


not believe that Hitler must be stopped. While they thought capi- 
talism might survive in a Europe only partly Nazi-dominated, they 
know general Nazi rule would sweep away the landmarks as effi- 
ciently as a bloody world conflict. Naturally, however, Kennedy 
is desperately anxious to see the war stopped as soon as possible. 
When ‘he declared that it was “stuff and guff” to say he nad talked 
peace plans with the President, he was indulging in a little diplo- 
matic stuff and guff himself. 

Meanwhile, Kennedy has become an excellent ambassador. His 
unfortunate earlier habit of venting his feelings to Englishmen about 
American domestic policy has now been cured. He is a compendious, 
accurate and shrewd reporter of events, and an able negotiator. 
American shippers and shipping men, innumerable American citi- 
zens, and many American export industries, such as the movies, 
have had reason to be grateful to him since the war bégan. Living 
alone in London without his family and only his personal hench- 
man, Eddie Moore, to keep him company, he is rather Jonely and 
gloomy. The blackout depresses him, and, in this country. he likes 
to see his lights burning through the night. But, depressing though 
he finds his task and dark though his views may be, he will cer- 
tainly return to London to carry on. It is Just as well, for a pessimist

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Man, But Scores Soon 
Pick Him Clean

Long before the word “psychology” was invented, there must 
have been wise men who understood human nature and knew how 
to take advantage of it; but only in our time has such knowledge 
become a major factor in the strategy of nations. 

In his famous book, Hitler revealed the psychology that justi- 
fied his plan of conquest. Briefly, it is this: 

If you do a neighbor some great wrong, he will be shocked and 
enraged and will promptly strike back. But if you wrong him in a 
small way, his reaction will be proportionately slight. His sense of 
proportion will make it seem unreasonable to fight for such a trifle. 

Then, having endured one wrong, he will be the less disposed to 
.o change. Thus he will peacefully bear one wrong after another, 
until he is too weak to resist when at last he loses patience and be- 
comes desperate. 

Following that policy, Hitler reoccupied the Rhineland; seized 
Austria; took part of Czecho-Slovakia and then the whole of it: and 
conquered the coveted part of Poland. Thus he might have gobbled 
the world piecemeal if England and France had not blocked him in 
time. 

Russia and Japan adopted the same plan, though making it dou- 
bly safe by waiting until the friends of their victims were handi- 
capped by troubles at home. 

Japan’s goal is not only control of China but seizure of the en- 
tire East Indies, a storehouse of oil and other products that would 
make her rich and independent. 

In February she seized the island of Hainan: in March she took 
the French island, Spratly—stepping stones to her goal: Now she 
can take all of the Netherlands Indies whenever she dares. HoHand 
can’t prevent it. England’s fleet is busy. America won’t interfere. 

Why should our people care? Because one little hurt after anoth- 
er will finally cripple us. 

Do you remember when Japan took Formosa? It gave her a 
virtiial mcnopoly of camphor and she made our people pay through 
the nose.- That is the idea. 

When we declined Pacific islands after the World War, Japan 


got them urder a pledge to leave them unfortified. Now they are,

When talking with some of the reporters 
about these “visits” to The Constitution office, 
one of them said: 

“No reporter is any older than his legs.” 

That’s an old saying around newspaper 
shops. There are old-timers who insist there 
are no good reporters since the telephone took 
some of the leg work out of newspapering. But 
that isn’t true. 

If you were at The Constitution all day 
you d see them come in— 

A quick look at the mail boxes to see if 
there is a letter, perhaps a check for some cor: 
respondence—or perhaps even, a check instead 
for that short story that went off last month. 

Then a word or so with the city editor or 
the day city editor. 

Then some copy paper folded into a 
square, a look to see if the pencils are all right. 
And then out on the street— 

‘The leg men have gone to work. 

There is one at the police station. In his 
press-room office at the station is a typewriter 
and a telephone direct to The Constitution of- 
fice. This reporter knows the chief, the offi- 
cers. He gets to know many police characters. 
He knows where the fires are, almost a8,soon 
as the firemen. He knows the arrests that 
come in—the drunks, the murderers, the 
thieves—he sifts it all for news. 

There are reporters at the city hall—see- 
ing the mayor, city officials—at the Federal 
buildings, seeing the district attorney, the FBI, 
the tax offices—hunting news. There are re- 
porters at the courthouse—seeing the commis- 
sioners, the department heads. 


Their business is to make contacts—to 
learn the persons on their “beats’; to learn 
where and when news is likely to happen—to 
be able to find the news in a long row of figures, 
in columns of dull reports. 

There are reporters at meetings of clubs, 
of organizations, at the public hearings, at the 
meetings of committees. 

These are the leg men. More than anyone 
else on newspapers they get to know human 
nature—to see people in the raw—they grow 
wise eyes and keen minds. 

Being a leg man rarely leads to riches, but 
it can be, as hundreds have found out, a very 
satisfactory way of life. 

The leg men are the real reporters. Some 
of them not always write their stories. If they 
are pressed for time they telephone in to re- 
write men, who take the report and write the 
story for the paper. You ought to hear what 
the leg men have to say, at times, about the re- 
write men. 

“How could any man take such living, 
breathing notes and turn out such a dull 
yarn?” 

That’s a part of the tradition, too. No leg 
man ever knew a good rewrite man and no re: 
write man ever admitted to a leg man that he 
—the leg man—had anything on the ball. 

There is some fun in the work— 

The leg men—no older than their legs. 

Next week—come early—on your second 
visit to The Atlanta Constitution—and have 
a seat— 
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
